
McGibney survives 
6.3 magnitude 
New Zealand 
earthquake

Of the hundreds of people still missing in 
Christchurch, New Zealand after last Tuesday’s 6.3 
earthquake, friends and family are thankful Riley 
McGibney is not one of them. 

The former Didsbury High School student and Olds 
High School grad, survived the 6.3 earthquake and is 
continuing his backpack adventure in what he calls a 
rather interesting place with an almost fantasy land¬ 
scape. 

That landscape though, particularly the urban land¬ 
scape of Christchurch, has changed dramatically since 
he arrived in the city nearly a month ago. 

Some roads in the city remain closed either because 
they sustained such damage or because debris has 
made them impassable. Rescue crews were still 
searching through collapsed buildings on the weekend 
trying to find survivors. 

As of Feb. 28, 35 per cent of the city - 55,000 proper¬ 
ties out of a total of 150,000 - remain without water. An 
estimated 75,000 houses are without sewer services. 

The quake struck the city at 12:51 p.m. in the middle 
of the workday. McGibney was sitting near the win¬ 
dows on the third floor of a library in the city centre 
where he was taking advantage of free wifi to catch up 
on computer correspondence with friends and family. 

“Out of nowhere, everything began to shake,” he 
said. 

His first thought, he said, w'as a train was passing by 
since it felt similar to trains passing his former place of 
employment in Olds, the Movie Gallery, that was situ¬ 
ated close to the train tracks. 

“Though when I noticed everybody else started get¬ 
ting under tables and how bookshelves were falling 
over 1 got the idea of what w'as actually happening.” 

He did as everyone else and crawled under a table 
but not before getting hit on the head, not hard he said, 
by falling debris. 

“I looked out the window from under the table and 
saw parts of road curling up and bits of buildings 
falling off. It didn't last too long, though it felt a lot 
longer.” 

When the earth shaking had subsided, McGibney said 
alarms rang out signalling evacuation. He quickly 
grabbed wdiat he could of his belongings and followed 
the rest of the people - maybe about 100 he estimates - 
outside. 

He said the first thing he saw, aside from the amass¬ 
ing crowd of people, was a large pane of glass crashing 
down unsettlingly close to him. 

“I also noticed down the street that the main church 
in Cathedral Square - the city centre of Christchurch - 
was crumbling down and with it dust poured out into 
the street like a wave." 

The following few minutes were ones of confusion, 
as few people seemed to know w'hat to do, he said.

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Ag society loses major annual fireworks funder

Thunder on the Prairies might lost* its sizzle this year 
unless the Didsbury Agricultural Society finds a new 
major funder. 

The Household Goods Thrift Store pulled its sponsor¬ 
ship of the annual fireworks extravaganza held during the 
fair and rodeo, after becoming aware of a charity tax law 
that restricts to whom funds can be donated. 

With the thrift store sponsorship out, ag society officials 
are on the hunt for a new major backer. 

So far, requests have been turned down. 

In a funding request to the Town of Didsbury, Vair 
Whitlow on behalf of the Didsbury Agricultural Society, 
asked for a $2,000 donation "to keep the event alive.” 


Last week, municipal councillors accepted the society’s 
request for information only. 

The request was much higher than the $500 ceiling 
council has just instituted as the highest amount the Town 
of Didsbury will support for any one group seeking dona¬ 
tions, said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Sylvia Derksen with the Household Goods Thrift Store 
said there were high hopes the Town of Didsbury could 
assume the mtqor funder role. 

Derksen said it was unfortunate the thrift store couldn’t 
continue sponsorship of the event. 

It was only recently that the Knox Church, and its char¬ 
itable funding arm, the Household Goods Thrift Store, 
became aware of a restriction on its charitable giving that 
it hadn’t been aware of in the past, said Derksen. 

The Didsbury Agricultural Society does not qualify for 


funding under the charitable giving rules that the Knox 
Church, through its funding arm, the Household Goods 
Thrift Store, is bound by, she said. 

“We don’t want to pul the church in jeopardy for having 
done something that could land us in trouble,” said 
Derksen. 

In the donation request to council, Whitlow called 
Thunder on the Prairies a beloved tradition and 
expressed that with the town’s help, the society could 
continue to provide the people of Didsbury and its visitors 
this exhilarating experience. 

Thunder on the Prairies is held in conjunction with the 
annual FC'A rodeo and fair held at the ag society grounds 
near Didsbury each year. 

“One of the biggest draws of the rodeo weekend Ls the 
fireworks show on the Friday night,” Whitlow explained. 
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lives in Winnipeg, that an 
earthquake had struck 
Christchurch. 

Because of the time dif¬ 
ference between the 
countries, locally, it was 
Monday, Feb. 21 at 4:51 
p.m. when the earthquake 
struck Christchurch Feb. 
22 at 12:51 p.m. 

McGibney had just e- 
mailed his father several 
minutes before the earth¬ 
quake happened. 

“1 can't recall exactly 
what I said to him, though 
it was something along 
the lines of the usual, 
which consisted of me 
telling him I was doing 
well, looking for a job of 
some sort and probably 
going to see a movie that 
night.” 

McGibney’s family 
heard nothing about his 
circumstances until an e- 
mail was sent from the 
owners of a sheep farm 
where McGibney had 
applied for work. 

The New Zealand family 
had contacted him out of 
concern and was able to 
relay the message back to 
Canada. 

As any mother would, 
Monk said she wanted to 
tell her son to come back 
to their Red Deer County 


home immediately but 
said she understands if he 
wants to continue his 
backpacking journey 
through New Zealand. 

McGibney said he 
remembers two thoughts 
he had during the actual 
quake. One was that his 
friend, along with assort¬ 
ed family and well-wish¬ 
ers would be worried and 
possibly angered that he 
would not quickly 
respond to confirm his 
safety. 

"And the other (is) that 
I still had something very 
important I had to do, and 
that if by chance I did die 
here, it would make a 
pretty bad ending to my 
story of a life so far.” 

He can stay in the coun¬ 
try until Nov. 4 when his 
working holiday visa 
expires. Since arriving in 
Auckland on Nov. 4 of last 
year, he’s travelled north¬ 
wards along the coast of 
the North Island, all dowm 
the east side, making his 
way to Christchurch 
while stopping at all the 
major, and some minor, 
towns along the way. 

When he does come 
back to Canada, he 
intends to pursue a bach¬ 
elor’s in English.

“It was something I’d 
rather not have to witness 
again. Some people had 
that look of despair in 
their eyes, that dead, 
empty look where they 
seem to be in a trance of 
sorts.” 

He made his way down 
the street to a clearing 
next to a river that runs 
through the city where 
people w'here amassing in 
order to avoid any more 
falling debris. 

Before he tried to make 
his way back through the 
city to the hostel he was 
staying at, several power¬ 
ful aftershocks erupted. 

The trip on foot would 
take him a few hours. 

“It was rather difficult 
with roads being blocked 
off for safety concerns 
and breaks in the road 
and pipes causing flood¬ 
ing.” 


As he walked back he 
watched as officials and 
others began taking con¬ 
trol of the situation the 
best they could, he said. 

Rescue vehicles were 
racing to aid those who 
needed it and he saw 
strangers giving first aid 
to each other. 

As of Feb. 28, the 
Ministry of Civil Defense 
& Emergency 

Management confirmed 
148 deaths. This figure 
was expected to rise. 
There are more than 200 
people reported missing 
in the w’orst-damaged 
part of the city. This num¬ 
ber will include many, or 
all of the fatalities, sug¬ 
gested ministry officials. 

As of Feb. 28 ministry 
officials report there have 
been 70 people rescued 
alive. 

As McGibney walked to 
the far side of city centre 
towards the hostel he was 
staying at, he saw entire 
buildings "flattened” and

homes missing walls, 
causing him concern for 
what he was going back 
to. 

“But I suppose I was 
fortunate in that the hos¬ 
tel, while it sustained 
some damage, was more

body inside safe.” 

With the power out and 
the local Internet down, 
he wasn’t able to contact 
friends and family back 
home for some time. 

The first direct commu¬ 
nication announcing his 
survival came through a 
Facebook posting the 
next day. 

His mother, Bowden 
FCSS worker Corrie 
Monk, said she had been 
preparing for the worst 
after first being notified 
by McGibney’s father who

Fatal collision on Hwy 580

A 56-year-old Cremona 
man was killed as a result 
of a head-on collision 
involving a tractor-trailer 
unit. 

According to Didsbury 
RCMP, the tractor-trailer 
was travelling in the west¬ 
bound lane of Highway 
580. about two kilometres 
east of Cremona, when it 
attempted to pass a snow¬ 
plow at around 11 a.in 
Feb. 23. 

At the time, the snow¬ 
plow was in the westbound 
lane and along the north 
shoulder of the high¬ 
way. 

“There was a visibility 
issue,” said Didsbury 
RCMP Staff Sgt. Jeff 
Jacobson. 

“As the snowplow was 
plowing the snow was 
kicking up and with the 
wind, it was causing a 
cloud of snow around the 
plow. 

“When he pulled out to 
pass he didn’t have a clear 
view of any vehicles 
oncoming." 


As the semi-truck pulled 
out, it collided with a 
three-quarter ton pick-up 
truck travelling in the east- 
bound lane. 

The pickup truck driver, 
whose name has not been 
released, was the lone 
occupant of the vehicle 
and pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

At the time of the colli¬ 
sion, the tractor trailer 
belonging to Westean Bulk 
Transport was not carrying 
stock. 


“Our speed at the time of 
the* incident appears to bo 
below the posted speed 
limit and the position in 
which our driver was pass¬ 
ing was an allowable pass¬ 
ing lane," said communica¬ 
tions coordinator for 
Westean Group of 
Companies, Pardee Badyal 
in a prepared state¬ 
ment. 

Badyal said the Westean 
Bulk Transport driver 
received minor iivjuries 
during the collision and 


has been given the services 
of the company’s EAP 
provider. In addition, 
Badyal said RCMP 
informed the driver that he 
would be contacted by vic¬ 
tim services. 

The incident remains 
under investigation. No 
charges related to the mat¬ 
ter have been laid. 

The collision was attend¬ 
ed by Didsbury RCMP, 
Sundre RCMP, the 
Cremona Fire Department 
and provincial EMS.

Council can’t read 
minds but we are 
listening

In response to the letter 
“Proposed tax increase 
concerning” on page 4 and 
5 of the Feb. 22, 2010 
Didsbury Review. I do 
have a few concerns and 
comments I would like to 
make on behalf of council. 

You reference the many 
unpopular decisions that 
council has made over the 
past few years. 1 would ask 
you to please be more spe¬ 
cific and detail which deci¬ 
sions you are referring to 
so 1 could properly 
respond to your concerns. 
They may be unpopular 
because all you see is a tax 
increase as being the direct 
result of some of these 
decisions, but once people 
better understand the rea¬ 
sons why those decisions 
were made 1 am confident 
they will realize why coun¬ 
cil made the decision they 
did and agree with them. 

On behalf of council I 
would invite you or any 
Didsbury resident to bring 
forward ideas and solu¬ 
tions to council so that 
they can discuss these 
ideas and incorporate 
them into decisions coun¬ 
cil makes in the future for 
the betterment of 
Didsbury. 

Ever since I first became 
a councillor six and a half 
years ago, and even more 
so since 1 became mayor 
three and a half years ago, 

1 have constantly asked 
(in any article that I have 
written in the paper) for 
residents to get engaged 
and become involved with 
council and the decisions 
that we make on their 
behalf, but very few if any 
have ever taken the initia¬ 
tive to bring forward ques¬ 
tions or ideas that could 
help council make better 
decisions. Council gets 
complaints on various 
issues and then we are 
expected to address those 
concerns and when we do 
people are upset when it 
costs more to do what 
they want. 

A real concern of coun¬ 
cil is the inaccuracy of 
information that is often 
cmt there as is evident by 
some of the information 
that you are going by in 
your letter. If you want 
accurate information 


please ask a councillor or 
me directly and we will be 
happy to give you the cor¬ 
rect information first 
hand. 

In regards to your state¬ 
ment that the majority of 
management does not live 
in Didsbury, 1 would like 
to know where you get 
your facts from, as they 
are incorrect. Four of the 
six current managers live 
in Didsbury or on the edge 
of Didsbury. The CAO is in 
the process of building a 
home in Didsbury this 
year and he plans to move 
and retire in Didsbury . He 
would have moved a few 
years earlier, but due to 
private matters the details 
of which 1 w ill not divulge, 
he has not been able to 
until now. Suffice it to say 
he has planned on moving 
here for the past three 
years and now will be 
doing just that. 

As for the commitment 
of the management team 
to the Town of Didsbury, 1 
take exception to your 
statement that they are not 
invested in this town. I 
again would ask you to 
give me specific instances 
where t his has ever hap¬ 
pened, or is it merely your 
reasoning that they don’t 
live here so they don’t care 
that brings you to this con¬ 
clusion? Management as 
council are committed to 
making Didsbury the best 
town in Alberta to live and 
grow in and they take their 
direction from council 
through the policies and 
plans that council enacts 
and they are very proud of 
the town that Didsbury is 
and will be in the future. 

You talk about the voice 
of the people. I talk to 
many residents and busi¬ 
ness people on a daily 
basis as do all councillors. 
We hear many different 
views and concerns and 
ideas from many different 
people. Just because we 
don’t do everything every¬ 
one asks us to do doesn’t 
mean we aren’t listening. 

It is more likely that we 
can’t afford to do every¬ 
thing. When we make 
decisions we have to 
make them bast'd on what 
is best for the majority of 
Didsbury residents and 
unfortunately that is not 


going to keep everyone 
happy. 

In regards to your peti¬ 
tion, might I ask, have you 
attended a council meet¬ 
ing in the past six years or 
read any of the documents 
that the town has devel¬ 
oped in regards to our 
Strategic Plan for 
Didsbury, or gone on the 
town website to read 
about future plans for 
growth and development 
in an effort to build 
Didsbury into a thriving 
town for the future? 

Have you read the 
recent articles in the 
paper about the commer¬ 
cial lands the town recent¬ 
ly purchased with the 
intent to bring in more 
new businesses that will 
bring in jobs and help 
build up our tax base for 
the future? If you had you 
could not make lh<' state¬ 
ment that “council is 
unable to lead our com¬ 


munity in a positive direc¬ 
tion to ensure its surviv¬ 
ability and well-being". 

Do you have any idea 
how Didsbury compares 
to communities of similar 
size throughout Alberta in 
regards to taxes, numbers 
of employees, wages, etc.? 
This is information that 
the Alberta government 
tracks and releases every 
year and we are at the 50 
per cent range in all 
regards which is a very 
good indicator as to how 
council is managing the' 
costs of running the town. 
Council is very committed 
to fiscal accountability to 
residents. 

I am glad to hear you 
have the interest and time 
and energy to finally 
become engaged in the 
process! 

May I ask, where was 
this interest last fall on 
nomination day when you 
could have let your name 


stand to run for council or 
mayor to make the sweep¬ 
ing changes you now pro¬ 
post' are needed? 

Council is more than 
willing to listen to individ¬ 
uals and/or groups of resi¬ 
dents who have concerns 
and we would invite you 
or anyone else to come to 
council to share your con¬ 
cerns and ideas in an open 
forum at any time to 
ensure everyone has the 
chance to be heard. 

Council is elected to 
represent the residents of 
Didsbury and we are pas¬ 
sionate about Didsbury 
and its future. Council 
cannot read people’s 
minds, and all we ask is 
lor residents to got 
engaged and become 
properly informed by talk¬ 
ing to council directly and 
getting accurate informa¬ 
tion on issues, and to give 
us feedback and bring 
ideas forward to council 


so that we can then work 
together on creating solu¬ 
tions and making better 
decisions for all 
Didsburians. 

Council is working on 
improving the communica¬ 
tions we have with resi¬ 
dents to keep them 
informed with accurate 
information on what is 
happening in Didsbury, the 
decisions council is mak¬ 
ing and why, and t he ideas 
and plans we have for the 
future growth of Didsbury. 
This will be done on the 
town website and in the 
Didsbury Review on a 
periodic basis in an effort 
to reach as many residents 
as possible so that they 
w ill know what the future 
plans are for Didsbury’s 
growth and development.

Performance incentive should be based on 


four parts 


Didsbury Review - February 15, 2011 - 
Tax increases and servicing costs dis¬ 
cussed - “Incentive programs get mixed 
review.” 

Taxpayer opinion: this is a very bad idea! 
If the goal is to increase the ownership of 
the town administration and staff then I 
think we are already there. The town 
administration already treats the town as 
their own fiefdom and the taxpayers as the 
serfs that must pay taxes to the lords. 

Town councillors and staff, whether 
elected or on the administrative payroll, 
should be diligent and earn the sjdary/wage 
paid. Are those setting budget doing so 
prudently, fairly and equitably? Are senior 


level administrators providing the services 
they are receiving remuneration for? As 
taxpayers, are we getting what we pay for? 
Are the best personnel holding the current 
stafi/adminlstrative positions? 

With monetary incentives, is the taxpayer 
at risk of the individuals who will l>e poten¬ 
tially receiving benefit only focusing on 
meeting their objectives at the detriment of 
providing servic es of the taxpayer? There 
is considerable short-sightedness that by 
squeezing budget this year that there will 
not lx* negative effect next year(s). 

WTio and how will the* performance lx* 
judged? 

The performanc*e incentive should be 


based on four parts: reliability of service, 
castomer service / satisfaction, safety and 
finally meeting budget. 

• Reliability of service: do you have* the* 
service's when they are required? 
Examples - Firefighting, sewer, water, 
severe storm drainage*, snow removal, and 
there* an* many more. 

• Customer services/ satisfaction: are 
the taxpayers in Didsbury satisfied with 
the work In-ing done by the staff/adminis- 
tration?
